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Distractology 101 Educates, Informs 
By Chris Martin 

With the help of David Dunn, the "Distractology 
101" trailer pulled into ORR High School this week and 
opened its doors to area students. In the past 11 weeks, 
over 700 students have entered the mobile classroom and 
taken the forty-five minute course that allows them to 
experience the dangers of texting and driving in a safe 
environment. 

The course is based on the work of Dr. Donald 
Fisher, a professor at the University of Massachusetts 
(UMass) at Amherst. Dr. Fisher is a national expert on 
distracted driving and conducts research in the Human 
Performance Lab at the College of Engineering at 
UMass. With the help of an insurance group charitable 
foundation. Dr. Fisher's work in the lab evolved into a 
mobile classroom to bring lessons to the public. 

The simulation begins when a student is buckled 
into the driver's seat before three large computer 
monitors, representing the windshield and left and right 
windows. Mirrors are represented on the screens and 
appear about the size of the mirror in your car. The gas 
and brake pedals and steering wheel respond as well as 
a typical passenger car. The only clear difference in the 




experience is that the virtual cars and pedestrians on 
screen are animated. 

Each student drives the simulator for five minutes 
to practice the controls - then the fun begins. Six realistic 
traffic scenarios are presented and the driver is given 
instructions asking them to navigate to a particular 
destination. Visual cues are given that an experienced

driver will interpret as possible trouble and avoid but 
very often students crash in the simulator because they 
miss the visual cues. An example from the first scenario 
is a sign indicating a stop ahead. The actual stop sign is 
not visible until it is too late to stop the car, so if the teen 
doesn't slow when they see the stop ahead sign, they 
crash into a car parked ahead of them at the stop sign. 

Once the drivers have tested themselves with 
the initial scenarios, the operator sends a text message 
to the student and asks them to read the message out 
loud. Finally, students are asked to send a text message 
while driving, which is difficult even for someone who 
has mastered both driving and texting individually. One 
key for the students is that even if they have gotten away 
with texting while driving, their success is likely because 
they have not experienced a dangerous situation while 
distracted. If they had, they would experienced real life 
results like those in the tests. 

To become certified in Distractology 101, 
students complete a final drive and then an online 
course. Participants receive a $15 gas card and may also 
qualify for a 7 percent discount on their auto insurance 
depending upon the carrier they choose. 

Topher Paone who ran the simulation on my 
visit to Distractology says that everyone who texts and 
drives during the simulation crashes. The kids come into 
the program thinking they can text and drive safely and 
leave with a valuable lesson. Of all the students taking the

to pull over and read the text message. 

Texting and driving has been shown to be as 
dangerous as driving with a .08 blood alcohol level, but 
the laws for this new technology are slow to catch up. In 
most Massachusetts communities it is legal for adults to 
talk on a handheld phone. Connecticut and New York 
have banned handheld phones while driving and the 
operators of Distractology 101 understand why. 

Mr. Paone expects more stringent laws in the 
coming years and hopes that drivers will take the lessons 
of Distractology 101 to heart. 

Mr. Dunn says, "If we change just one student's 
mind the program is worth the effort."

perusing the different silent auction items. Many of these 
were donated by the sponsors for the evening; there were 
gift cards and gift certificates ranging from five to fifty 
dollars, baskets of assorted goodies, and framed and 
autographed photos of professional athletes, actors, and 
singers.

"It's a job that not too many people want," 
Mr. Gayoski admitted, but that did not stop him from 
continuing to run for the elected position term after term. 

When he started his job, he said the town was 
owed about $200,000 in motor vehicle excise taxes, and 
faced unpaid real estate tax titles. He took it as his duty 
to turn the ship around. His secret to getting folks to belly 
up owed money? "You've got to treat everyone the same. 
You can't discriminate," he said. 

Mr. Gayoski said he had a cut-and-dry system 
of putting liens on unpaid taxes at the same time every 
year, and offering a flexible but firm approach to ensure 
taxes were paid. He would allow partial payments, and 
mail out reminder notices up to three times before taking 
action. 

"In all of my years, the town only foreclosed on 
two parcels," he said. 

When Mr. Gayoski ran 42 two years ago, 
he had just wrapped up a career as a world history 
and geography teacher in Acushnet. He joked on the 
similarities between the jobs, with students saying their 
dog ate their homework and residents likewise serving 
up the excuse that the dog had eaten their tax bill. 
His interest in the town and desire to give back to the 
community had prompted him to run for office. 

"He did a great job. Everyone will miss him," 
said Town Administrator Richard LaCamera. To honor his 
service, Mr. LaCamera - as well as David Hughes, David 
Souza, Sandra Lawrence, Naida Parker, Brad Morse, 
John Mello - spoke at a special retirement party on May 
26 at a local restaurant.

drawing of the project and said that the original proposal 
involved the installation of a storm drain, which would 
have required the removal of up to twenty trees.

Coalition: Seal Leaking Wastewater 
By Laura Fedak PeduUi 

Despite the fact that Marion has the benefit of a 
sewer system, wastewater is leaching into groundwater 
and making its way into Sippican Harbor, creating major 
water quality issues, Mark Rasmussen of the Coalition for 
Buzzards Bay recently told a group of Marion residents. 
The harbor is being loaded with nitrogen equivalent to 
what would happen if no sewer system were used in 
town at all, he said. 

At a May 26 informational session at the Music 
Hall, the Coalition presented extensive data supporting 
its assertion that the culprit behind the degrading water 
quality of Sippican Harbor - as well as Aucoot Cove- is 
leaking wastewater from Marion Wastewater Treatment 
Plant's 20 acres of lagoons. Specifically, the group claims 
that 32,200 pounds of nitrogen (about one inch per day 
from the lagoons) are funneling into the harbor every 
year. 

"That's equivalent to the [average wastewater 
production] of 1,900 homes. The town of Marion has 1,700 
homes. . . That is significantly higher than what's healthy 
to have," said Mark Nelson, an environmental consultant 
from Horsley Witten Group. The research was conducted 
at the request of the Board of Selectmen in January 2010.

The best way to stem the damage, Mr. Nelson 
said, is lining the lagoons with an impermeable geotextile 
membrane. With a pricetag of $3.2 million, Mr. Nelson 
offered that the town could explore reducing the overall 
size of the lagoons to bring down that cost. The town 
would not have to close the plant to install the lining, as it 
could be done in phases, he added. 

It would take a while to see the effects of such 
action. As it takes an average of 26 years for groundwater 
to travel from the plant to Sippican Harbor, Mr. Nelson 
said the results would not be immediate. He pointed 
out that the wastewater treatment plant was built in the 
1970s, although he could not determine exactly when the 
leakage began.

The Coalition's findings are based on data 
compiled on nitrogen levels of groundwater and 
streams obtained through monitoring wells around 
the wastewater plant. The location of the plant - which 
is at the highest point in the area - ruled out possible 
upgradient nitrogen sources, and the Coalition looked 
at the vertically flowing groundwater directly below the 
plant to confirm if high nitrogen levels were present. 

In the end, Mr. Nelson said that samples 
from the monitoring wells contained excessively high 
concentrations of nitrogen that only could be attributed to 
leaking wastewater from the plant. He said 2.6 milligrams 
(mg) of nitrogen per liter of water is considered above 
normal, and water samples along the western border of 
the lagoons reached as high as 10.2 mg of nitrogen per 
liter. 

Mr. Nelson stressed that Marion's wastewater 
treatment plant is effective and operates more efficiently 
than it did 10 years ago. However, the lagoons are failing 
to contain the effluent, and the effects can devastate the 
health of the bay. When nitrogen enters water, it induces 
the growth of algae that sucks up oxygen and strips out 
iron in aquifers, explained Mr. Rasmussen. Nitrogen 
clouds the once-pristine water, eel grass dies, and the 
water becomes murky, he said. 

"This is the number one issue facing the water 
supply. These pollutants are slowly killing the bay, it 
happens so slowly people don't know about it," Mr.

The town received a report from the coalition 
on these findings on April 27, and has yet to make a 
determination on its next steps. 

Despite the evidence presented, Marion Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson commented that still more 
investigation should be done on other possible sources 
of nitrogen. "There are many sources of nitrogen. [This 
report is] ignoring agricultural sources, cranberry bogs, 
places with horses, chickens, goats," he said. "Before we 
make any major decisions, we need to better understand 
the context of sources. We really need to thoroughly and 
completely analyze the entire watershed," he added. 

Mr Rasmussen was quick to respond that he felt

School Report 

Shakespeare and Sinatra 
By Anne Smith 

When you think of the renowned English 
playwright William Shakespeare, the things that come to 
mind are probably the difficult soliloquies, the late-16th 
century costumes, the Globe Theater, and the peasants 
and nobles gathered before the stage, guffawing at the 
lewd humor or watching in shock as yet another hero 
falls from his lofty position.

they staged their own version of Shakespeare's romantic 
comedy. Love's Labour's Lost, which took place in the 
school's auditorium on Wednesday, May 25, and 
Thursday, May 26.

"Cheek to Cheek," "Let's Face the Music and Dance," 
"I've Got a Crush on You," and "The Way You Look 
Tonight." Ms. Brunelle and the theater class did change 
the choreography of the film, using their own in its place, 
and some of the songs were used in different scenes. "We 
all choreographed the dances together," Ms. Brunelle said. 
"We. . . looked at old footage of Ginger Rogers and Fred 
Astaire." 

Only one of the songs was actually sung by one 
of the student actors. (The rest of the songs were played 
through the speaker system, and the actors simply 
gesticulated and danced with exaggerated motions.) 
Junior Rebecca Bastarache, who played both Holofemes 
and a dancer, sang "The Way You Look Tonight" towards 
the end of the musical. Originally, Ms. Brunelle said, 
"we considered background music, but her voice was so 
beautiful in rehearsal that we thought we should do it a 
cappella.

really liked how "[the veterans served] as role models for 
the other students." 

Ms. Brunelle also made a point of informing 
the audience that the theater class is very different 
from the ORR drama club, and should not be held to 
the same expectations. The most obvious difference 
between the two is that the theater class only works with 
Shakespeare, and a lot of the students' energy is spent 
in trying to figure out how to convey Shakespeare's 
message to the audience.

Samurai in the SouthCoast 
By Anne Kakley 

In 1841, a wild storm 
shipwrecked a young fisherman 
named Manjiro Nakahama off 
the coast of Shikoku, Japan. 
The fourteen-year-old boy was 
among the teenage fisherman 
that were recovered by Captain 
John Rowland and his crew. 
Although all of the boys were 

saved, it was Manjiro - re-named John Mung by the 
Americans - that became family to Captain Rowland 
and went on to become the first Japanese- American. 

Author Margi Preus spent years researching 
the tale of the Manjiro-Rowland friendship for Heart 
of the Samurai, a young adult (YA) novel 
about the shipwreck that formed a 
lifelong friendship between two men 
from opposite ends of the world. This 
same friendship has spanned generations 
between the sister towns of Fairhaven 
and Tosashimizu, homes to Whitfield and 
Manjiro respectively. 

Heart of a Samurai, which 
was published in 2010 and received a 
Newbury Ronor, is a wonderful primer 
for anyone eager to learn more about 
Japanese culture, the whaling industry, 
and what New Bedford and Fairhaven 
looked like in the middle part of the 
19th century. Ms. Preus submerges the 
reader in a time when whale hunting is 
a seemingly necessary evil (through the 
eyes of Buddhist Manjiro) for the industry 
of Southeastern Massachusetts. Something the reader 
may have always taken for granted - fuel, industry, 
everyday social interactions - are all thrown into 
question when viewed through the eyes of a 14-year-old 
Japanese boy who has never seen Western culture before. 

Without judgment, Ms. Preus juxtaposes the 
differences between Eastern and Western culture, and 
we watch Manjiro's internal struggle as he balances 
loyalty for his homeland and his affection for the new 
world where he can be whatever he wants to be. In 
Japan, he was teased by the other boys for wanting to 
be a Samurai - bom a lowly son of a fisherman, such a 
status could never be achieved, but in America, Manjiro 
knows that his knack for fishing makes him valuable. Re 
sees the possibility in American culture to work his way 
to the top, regardless of social status. 

Ms. Preus' use of symbolism truly makes the 





book compelling. The ocean is an all-encompassing 
entity that links Japan to the Acushnet River and she can 
be kind or cruel. Manjiro and Whitfield are both subject 
to the ocean's whim - Manjiro, shipwrecked and rescued 
by "the barbarians" - Whitfield, dependent on the ocean 
for whale oil to live well and pay his crew. Instead of 
being polarized, these two cultures find more common 
ground in the Manjiro- Whitfield friendship, with the 
elder Captain Whitfield resolving to educate Manjiro 
and assimilate him into American culture. 

Character development also makes this book 
a top-notch read. You will find yourself completely 
smitten with Manjiro, and you will deeply admire 
Captain Whitfield for the way he fosters a friendship 
with the nervous young boy and helps bring him to 
greatness. 

After his time in America, Manjiro returned 
to his hometown. Although some of 
his embracing of American culture was 
initially disdained, he ultimately proved 
an asset to Japan for his ability to be an 
ambassador with America and fulfilled 
his quest to become a Samurai, despite his 
roots as a "lowly" fisherman. 

Heart of the Samurai is a book for the 
young and old alike. It's a perfect choice 
for a family read, as there are plenty of 
local landmarks to visit once your reading 
is done. Visit the Stone Schoolhouse 
on North Street in Fairhaven to see the 
school Manjiro attended. Walk by the 
Northeast Maritime Institute on the 
corner of Washington and Walnut Streets 
in Fairhaven to see one of the churches 
Manjiro attended. Visit the Whitfield- 
Manjiro Friendship Society at 11 Cherry 
Street in Fairhaven to learn more about the friendship, 
and to see artifacts from the whaling industry at large. 
A New Bedford Whaling Museum visit would also be a 
great companion to this book.

The Hangover Part II. Starring Ed Helms, Bradley 
Cooper, and Zach Galifianakis. Directed by Todd 
Phillips. Running time: 102 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

What is there to say about The Hangover Part II, 
other than to suggest you look up my review of the first 
film and replace "Vegas" with "Bangkok"? I didn't laugh 
a whole lot at this grimier, darker sequel, but I found it 
consistently more interesting, visually and thematically, 
than the first. As before, dentist Stu (Ed Helms), regular- 
dude Phil (Bradley Cooper), and man-child Alan (Zach 
Galifianakis) wake up in a daze, with evidence of 
unspeakable bacchanalia strewn around them, and can't 
remember what happened. As before, the movie is an act 
of memory retrieval, as the lads bounce around trying 
to piece everything together while searching for a lost 
member of their "wolf pack." As before, the funniest part 
is the end credits, during which we view hilariously stark 
photos of the lost evening. 

The first thing that interested me about The 
Hangover Part II is how much less sympathetic the 
leads are this time around, as if the filmmakers either 
presumed built-in audience fondness for the characters 
or wanted to punish the first film's fans for that very 
fondness. Here, Alan isn't just a mildly creepy case of 
arrested development — he's a spoiled, entitled twit, and 
we may perceive, with a dab of compassion, how his rich 
family has basically kept him a child. But if the Hangover 
movies have a true hero, in terms of a character who 
actually has an arc, it's Ed Helms' Stu, who escaped his 
dreadful girlfriend in the first film and now anticipates his 
wedding to Thailand beauty Jamie Chung. Stu, though, 
late in the movie speaks of a "demon" inside him, and he's 
not exactly wrong; or, rather, it's a beast of willfulness 
usually kept in close check (not coincidentally, the sequel 
kicks off with Johnny Cash intoning "The Beast in Me"). 

Stu's brother-in-law-to-be (Mason Lee, son of 
Ang Lee) goes missing, and Ken Jeong's loopy Mr. Chow 
returns for more, both funnier and less threatening. Pre- 




release, there were mumbles about The Hangover Part 
//'s potential racism, but aside from the mantra "Bangkok 
has him now," suggesting a malign city swallowing up the 
unaware, the film doesn't get into "yellow peril" stuff. (It 
does get into Thailand's booming girls-with-something- 
extra trade, but that's another can of worms, so to speak.) 
Jeong is the best thing in both movies; his Mr. Chow is 
so casually conversant with perversity the performance 
goes well beyond stereotype. Both films, actually, are 
well-acted, and the sequel finds the glory and the squalor 
in Thailand. It's just that these films are limited by their 
R rating and their status as major motion pictures. Too 
much is riding on Hangover II for the filmmakers to try 
anything truly wild or disgusting. 

In a few years, some enterprising film theorist 
will write a paper on the Hangover films and the Hostel 
films, both of which series transplant well-off Americans 
to dangerous ground. Both are essentially conservative 
at heart, as many comedies and horror films are. Both are 
bookends to each other, though there was never a Hostel 
Part III and there will obviously be a Hangover III. I sort 
of prefer the Hostel films, which play for keeps; there's 
really no outrageous mistake in either of the Hangover 
films that can't be fixed. The guys spend the movie 
worrying about what they might've done, but it's never 
anything genuinely shocking. Perhaps Hangover III will 
give this series, and the recent crop of "daring" comedies 
in general, a Viking funeral, pushing its characters and, 
by implication, its audience into true transgression. 
Somehow, though, I doubt it.
